SOME TALK: OF REVOLUTION 


At Present tt Is Nothing Worse Than 
a Serious Clash Between Supporters 
of Arosemena and Porras. 


Special.to The New York. Times. 

COLON, Dec. 20.—Information received 
to-day from Panama. City tells of a fierce 
| political street battle, lasting two hours, 
causing serious injury to many persons, 
and giving rise to grave apprehensions 
that the United States may be compelled 
to intervene to settle the serious -crisis 
now facing the entire republic. 

Panama is now believed to be almost 
upon the verge of a revolution, and ex- 
treme measures have been taken to pre- 
vent further clashes between followers of 
Arosemena and of Porras, candidates for 
the Presidency. 

The riot at Panama took place in Santa 
Ana Plaza and at least 1,000 persons par- 
ticipated in ft. Fists and canes wére free- 
ly used. There were no fatalities, but 
many were carried from the scene with 
broken heads, bruises, and more ‘severe 
injuries. 

The clash came just after a political 
meeting at the headquarters of the Pa- 
triotic Union, which is backing Dr. Pablo 
Arosemena for the Presidency. Its rooms 
are in the Hotel Metropole, on one cofrier 
of the Plaza. Just across the square is 
La Plata, the, headquarters of the Lib- 
erals, whose champion is Dr. Belisario 
Porras. From each a ‘keen watch is kept 
upon the doings of the other. 

At the Arosemena meeting intemperate 
speeches were made, One of the spell- 
binders is said to have asserted that Dr. 
‘Mendoza, the President, converted §6,000- 
000 of ‘the national finances. -A brother 
of the, ex-President was on the plaza 
across the street, and’the news was con- 
veyed to him. He and two others are 
said to have waited forthe speaker to 
leavo the’ hotel, and then to have de- 
manded a retraction. A blow from & com- 
panion of the speakér answeréd the chal- 
lenge, and the fray broke out ata dozen 
points at ohce. ,The police were almpsct 
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“that vane. heme n the 
hibitive in their effect, and the sum and | 
substance of his message is a recom-,) 
qmmeéndation for downward revision.

EXTENDS TELEPHONE WAR. 


Postal to Build More Lines for Use of 
Independent Concerns. 


Competition between the Postal Teéle- 
graph Company and. the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company is being 
aggressively ..pushed, and announcement 
was made yesterday that the -Postal 
would string additional, heavy copper 
wires between all-important cities on fts 
lines for the use of independent telephone 
companies, who. will thus be relieved. of 
one of the chief*"handicaps under which 
the universal service of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph has put them. 

Last Summer the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany announced that it -would parallel 
the telephone lines of an independent. tel- 
ephone and telegraph company of Texas 
which, although called the Postal Tele- 
#raph and Cable Company of Texas, was 
not controlled by the New York company 
of similar nate. This ¢oneern’ had gone 
over to the Western Unton-American Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph ranks, and the 
Mackay Company's. subsidiary had been 
fighting it in the courts because of alleged 
discrimination in rates and service in 
favor of the Western Union combination.

NO DIVORCE FOR SINCLAIR. 


Court Refuses to Confirm the Ref- 
eree’s Report in the Novelist’s Case. 


Supreme. Court Justice Davis handed 
down a memorandum yesterday refusing 
to sigh a decree of divorce in favor of 
Upton Sinclair, the novelist, from Meta 
H. Fuller Sinclair,. who -ran away with 
Harry Kemp, the “hobo poet.” The 
decree was recommended by , Referea 
William 8. Keily; in a report in whith 
he made airy observations about *' affin- 
ity sterms"'- and ‘ barometric depression 
in the matrimonial ether.” 

Mrs. Sinclair failed to help her attorney 
defend the suit against her, but the at- 
torney on his. own imitiative subjected 
Sinclair to a severé cross-examination in 
ah attempt to prove that there was an 
understanding between them as to getting 
a divorce. He also tried to make Sin- 
clair admit that he had not been a suffi- 
ciehtly watchful husband. 

Justice Davis refused to grant the 
decree on the ground that Referee Keily 
had allowed Sinclair to give, evidence 
against his wife. The law provides. that 
a husband may not Bive. testimony con- 
leerning the offenses on which he bases 
his plea for a divorce, but can only testify 





that his wife herself 1-H gn him of her 
misconduct with Kem 

The case will be sank ‘to another referee 
to rehear the testimony.

TEHERAN, Thursday, Dec. .21.~—The 
Cabinet has won, ah important victory 
over the Mefliss, (National Assembly,) 
and this victory means the acceptanct:- of 
Russia's demand for the gistiissal of W. 
Morgan Shuster, the American Treasurer- 
Genera! of Persia; unless public oplign 
proves too strong. 

The National Assembly, at a session 
which lasted from 8-o'clock last night un- 
til after midnight, finally accepted the 
peroposal to.appoint a commission of five 
deputies with plenary powers to deal with 
the Russian ultimatum, 

Sixty members were. present,. and the 
proposal was submitted by Vosoogh-ed- 
Dowleh, ‘the Foreigi Minister, and was 
adopted by. a vote of 39 to-19, two of the 
mémbers abstaining. 

The cotnposition of the commission has 
mot yet beén announced. 

Vosoogh-éd-Dowlehi's proposal was hot- 
ly opposed ‘by the Democrats, who de- 
clared that such a eommission was @ vio- 
lation of the Constitution,

The dismissal of Treasurer General 
Shuster was demanded by Russia in her 
ultimatum to Persia. For some days the 
Natiorial Assembly réftised to accept. the 
Cabinet’s proposals with reference to 
meeting the Russian demands. 

The Foreign Minister, in presenting the 
question before the Assembly on Dec. 18, 
represented that the Cabinet’ had made 
every effort to retaiti Mr. Shuster, but 
declared that Persia's plight wae des- 
perate. Russia had refused to abate her 
demands, and Persia was also threatened 
by thé ex-Shah on the one hand: and 


Salar-ed-Dowlen on the other. 

6 Deputies, in spite of this appeal, 
insisted that the retention of Mr. Shuster 
was Persia's only. hope, and that nothing 
could be gained by yielding.

HIS OWN AUTO JUST A LOAN 


Like His Office, He Jestingly Remarks, 
It. ls Not a: Permanency—is. Really 
‘ in. the “ Street Car. Class.” 


President Taft talked good roads and 
bad roads to more than 700 members 0¢ 
the Automobile Club of America at the 
Waldorf-Astoria last night. Laughingly 
he told. his hosts, the automobilists, that 
he did nut permanently belong to their 
class. He was really of the ‘class, he 
said, which waiked or rode in the street 
cars, though through the generosity of a 
Republican Congress.and by virtue of of- 
tice he was the temporary user of a motor 
car, but there was permanency oftenure 
neither in the machine nor in the office, 
and he said he appeared only in a tem- 
porarily representative capacity. 

ile the President had a lot of fun 
with the automobile and those users of 
the machine rich enough to break through 
the custom houvge barriers of all coun- 
tries, he talked later in all seriousness 
on the subject of good roads, who should 
make them, atic, even more important, 
he said, who should maintain them once 
they ure made. . 

He declared with much emphasis that 
the ‘making and maintenance of go 
roads. should not devoive upon the Na- 
tional Government. except possibly as a 
last resort. He was convinced, he said, 
that the Federal authorities had ample 
authority to construct inter-State roads 
as well as improve inter-State water- 
ways, but that there .were many other 
calls on the National Treasury, and thate 
it would be far wiser to have roads con- 
structed by the counties or by the States. 

His address throughout was received

“I have never quite understood the 
kindly persistence that your President 
and his associates showed in inviting mu 
to this festive occasion.

GOES TO ‘JOIN*HER DEAD SONS. 


Mrs.. Davenport Leaves Note, So Say- 
ing—QOne Son Drowned Here.

SOUTH HADLEY FALLS, Mass., Dec. 
20.—Leaving a hastily scribbled note 
which red: “‘I am going to join my boys,” 
Mrs. Charles H. Davenport, 66 years old, 
left her home early this morning. Vol- 
unteers searched the country and dragged 
the Connecticut River to-day without 
finding the missing woman. The search 
will be renewed to-morrow. 

“The death of her two sons within three 


months is believed to have unbalanced 
Mrs. Davenport's mind. J.. K.. Warner 
Davenport died in Philadelphia in No- 
vember, 1909, and Charles H. Davenport, 
Jr. strangely disappeared in New York 
City three months later. The latter, who 
was widely known in the paper trade, at- 
tended a dinner of the Nationll P. r 
Manufacturers’ Association in the al- 
dorf on the night of Feb. 19, 1910. After 
it he spent an hour or more chatting with 
friends, and at midnight left for the Bel- 
mont Hotel, where he had registered. 
Davenport never reached the hotel, and 
after a search from coast to,coast his 
body, bruised beyond recognition, was 
found on July 4, last year, in the Eas 
River. It was found by Midshipman H.

Sulzer Questions Report That Czar’s 
Envoy Objected to the Terms 
_of the House Resolution.

WASHINGTON, -Dec. 20.—After 40 min-

HAULING CLAUSE THE ISSUE 


Rate: System. That Favors, Pacific 
Cities and-Retards Interior Termed 
a Waste of Transportation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. .20,—Sharp issue 
is: taken by the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. with the Commerce Court in 
the twenty-fifth annual report of the com- 
mission transmitted to Congress to-day, 

The issue is made principally upon what 
popularly is known as ‘the * transconti- 
nental rate case,” involving freight ‘rates 
from. the Atlantic to Pacific Coast ter- 
minals and to intermediate points. Ex- 
isting rates of the transcontinénta)-lines 
from Eastern pdints to inter-Rocky Moun- 
tain cities are materially higher. than. to 
Pacific Coast terminals. In-a decision in- 


vision of the present law, the) Inter-State 
Commerce Commission: directed by ofder 
that a relation of rates should be estab- 
lished between the Pacific Coast and 
points of origin in five zones, into which 
the United States was divided. - 

The effect of the order was to reduce 
rates to inter-Rocky Mountain cities and 
prevent the railroads from exacting the 
Pacifie Coast rate, plus the local rate 
from Pacific Coast terminals to the in- 
termediate points. The orders of the com- 
mission, on application ofthe transcon- 
tinental carriers, were enjoined by the 
Commerce Court, and the matter has beén 
carried to the United “States Supreme 
Court. 

In ‘its report’ to Congress ‘the ‘commis- 
sion declares that “ it is a waste of trans- 
portation, and therefore uneconomical and 
wrong to maintain a system of ‘teriffs 
which’ are expressly intended to develop 
the’ Pacific Coast cities and to arrest 
the development of the interior points.

Tang Has Become Convinced the 
Chinese Will'Be Satisfied 
with Nothing Less. 


ALL _DEPENDS ON PREMIER 


Attempt Being Made to Persuade Him 
—Consuls of Six Powers Present 
Note to Peace Commissioners.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 20.— I am convinced 
that only the abdication of the Emperor 
and the establishment of a Republic. will 
satisfy the people and prevent the further 
wholesale shedding of blood.’ 

This statement was made this evening 
by Tang Shao-Yi, the representative of 
Premier Yuan Shi-Kai, after the session 
‘of the Peace Conference. Continuing, he 
said: 

“ Peking is not aware-of,the depth or 
the extent of the popular feeling in the 
South. Even I myself, although some- 
what prepared, am astonished to find 
such a change from an attitude of patient 
forbearance to dogged patriotic determi- 
nation. It now certainly appears too late 
to save the dynasty. 

“It will be difficult to persuade Yuan 
Shi-Kai to abandon his plan for a limited 
monarchy, but we must use every en- 
deavor to obtain peace and end this awful 
bloodshed and the suffering among my 

people. ” 

Tang Shao-Yi expressed the ‘belief that 
the situation might have been saved. at 
one time by a conference with the revo- 
lutionary leaders and prompt assurance 
of the adjustment of ‘the wrongs, but he 
considers that it is\now too‘late. He is 
also convinced that there must be no 
foreign intereference in the way of loans 
or otherwise. 

Six foreign, powers, ‘he United States, 
Great Britain, Japan, Germany, France, 
and Russia, united to-day in presenting 
an identical note to Tang Shao-Yi. and 
Wu Ting-Fang, Foreign Minister in the 
revolutionary Provisional Cabinet. While 
the exact wording of thé rote’ has not 
been made public, it is understood that it 
did not go much further than express 
the good will of the Governments rep- 
resented and the hope that the * Peace 
Conference would result’in bringing the 
revolution to a close. 

The German Consul, dean of the corps, 
was the first to read the note, being fol- 
lowed. by. the American Consul General, 
Amos P. Wilder, and the other Consuls.. 

Tang Shao-Yi replied briefly but very 
courteously. He sald he hoped that the 
conference would be successful in restor- 
ing. peace. Wu Ting-Fang, to whose 
headquarters the Consuls then drove, said 
in reply to the note that he was a lover of 
peace and would do his utmost to attain a 
settlement. -‘ But it must be remembered,”’ 
Dr. Wu added, “‘that\ the Chinese are 
fighters .for freedom and g vern- 
ment, and that a hasty peace night lead 
to serious consequences, perhaps to ‘an- 
other and a ‘worse revolution.” 

The conference between tHe délegates of 
the imperial Government and those-vf the 
revolutionaries was resumed in the after- 
noon and eter an official statement in 
regard to i as issued.

AN -APPEAL TO WASHINGTON 


Syrians Here Ask Our Government for 
Protection of Their Countrymen— 
Haitian.Natives Hostile. 


Syrian merchants of this city have re- 
ceived disturbing news from Haiti to the} 
effect that the long ‘brewing hostility of 
the natives to the all pervading Syrian 
merchants there has reached a climax in 
a Governmental order which, to all in- 
tents and purposes, means the expulsion 
of the Syrians’from ‘the country. Some 
of these Syrians are’ American citizens, 
and in their behalf as well as in behalf 
of the other Syrian ‘erchants of Haili, 
the Syrian American Club has prepared 
a letter to the State Department, which 
will be forwarded to Washington to-day. 
The letter describes the trade conditions 
by which the Syrian cdleny in Haiti have’ 
bound that island by commercial ties to 
the United States and asks for help and 
advice from the Federal Government. . 

Syrian merchants in Haiti do most of 
the importing for the island, taking over 
the business, particularly , in provisions 
and dry goods, They-have traded almost 
entirely with the United States, so that 
for the last calendar year the business 
amounted to nearly $5,000.000. 

Syrians have been successful in compe- 
tition with other foreign merchants. be- 
cause they have been willing.to work 
under native conditions that others found 
tdo distasteful, and for rewards that oth- 
ers found not sufficiently tempting. They 
have been able to take the wholesale and 
retail business out of the’ hands of the 
natives for the simple reagon, the Syr- 
jams here said yesterday, that the na- 
tives do not command : sufficient confi- 
dence to get any credit whatsoever in 
outside countries. 

The feeling of resentment and jealousy 
on the part of the natives has made ii- 
self felt for many years. .For a genera- 
tion, the Haitian Government required 
that the foreigners—and that means the 
Syrians—should pay for a license to im- 
port and.a patent to sell. It has always 
cost a Syrian merchant $150 a year to 
start to do business in Haiti. 

This system was varied occasionally by 
half-smothered threats to drive the for- 
eigners out of the country, which meant 
the Syrians, but they prospered never- 
theless. So when last August a revolution 
was in order, the slogan which promised 
to drive them out of the .country, was 
immensely popular. hand ty which 
made that promise happe et con- 
trol, and has given eal  F ce that 
the promise is to be carried out. 

It was thought that perhaps the new 
Government would enforce a sleeping law 
of. eight years’ standing which forbade 
the Syrians to do any retail- business in 
in the country. The governmental action 
is more drastic, for it has announced the 
abrogation of the license. It has informed 
the Syrian merchants that after two 
months from Dec. 9 iaey may do no more 
importing, and that after six months from 
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the same date all their retail business mus? 
i liquidated. This has been accomplished 
by a simple revocation of all the licenses. 
It means that the Syrians ‘can do no more 
business in. Haiti, and that means they 
must get out of the country or starve.

PATRICK COACHES DEFENSE 


Hammer. Blow Has Reformed Injured 
Man, Physicians Say—May Ask 
for His ‘Pardon. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Dec. 20,—It de- 
veloped to-day during the trial of John 
Clark, John De Lucca, and Arthur Lyons, 
thres convicts in Sing Sing Prison, who 
were tried jointly for a murderous assault 
on Herman Miller, another convict, that 
the attack was brought about by the 
vanity of several prisoners and by.efforts 
to reform one of their number, 
It was also revealed that Miller, whose 
skull was fractured and who is serving 
twenty years for killing one man and 
wounding another in Manhattan, has 
shown a remarkable change in character 
since the! alleged attack, which resulted 
in’ his partial paralysis. The injury to his 
head has, it is asserted by the prison 
physician, completely reformed the con- 
vict, and it is believed that an effort is to 
be made to obtain his pardon. 
He acted as the prosecuting witness for 
Assistant District Attorney Lee Parsons 
Davis during the trial here before County 
Judge Platt and a jury. 
. Another interesting development was 
the fact that Clark, De Lucca, and Lyons 
had obtained legal advice from Albert T. 
Patrick, who was convicted of murdering 
William M.-Rice, and is now in Sing Sing. 
During the hearing the three prisoners 
constantly suggested questions for their 
two lawyers to ask the witness, which 
showed plainly, it is asserted by the au- 
thorities, they had been well coached by 
Patrick before they left the prison for the 
courtroom. 

Mrs. -Arthur Lyons, mother of one of 
the felons, was in the courtroom and 
listened to the evidence, which may give 
an.additional sentence to her son, who is 
serving five years for burglary. 

The court furnished a strange: setting 
for the drama- when the sixteen convicts 
all heavily shackled shuffled into the 
room under the guidance of Warden John 
S. Kennedy, State Detective Jackson, and 
a@ squad.of guards to testify either for or 
against the defendants. The convicts 
wore’ civilian clothes. 

Muler declared on the witness stand 
that the attack on him had been brought 
about by a quarrel following the attempt 
of De Lucca to have the days for shav- 
ing the inmates of Sing Sing changed. 
De Lucca desired that the shaving days 
should be get for Mondays and Thursdays 
instead: of Tuesdays and Wednesdays, so 
that he would have a cleaner face on 
Sunday. 

The witness said. that De™Lucca and 
Louis Antrolla, cell mate of Miller, quar- 
reled, and that Antrolla seized an iron 
hammer while working in. the brush fac- 
tory _and tried to get at De Lucca. Mil- 
ler said he assisted the kee in taking 
the bar away from his .cell ‘mate. 
lowing this, ‘the witness said, Lyons made 
a swing: at ‘him with a knife but missed. 

“Then I- saw Clark rushing toward 
me,” Miller testified, “and F heard him 
say: ‘Give it to him: I was 
unconscious.” ;

He fell 
to the floor, and Clark threw the hammer 
at him, I turned my bgok, because it 
was more than I could stand.”

De Lucca took the stand in his own 
defense, but his examination was not 
completed, as Jud 1 th Platt then adjourned 
the trial until Fri De Lucca said that 
Miller tried to stab Yim, and that Clark 
struck him with the hammer to save 
him and restore discipline. 

It was learned to-day that Clark in his 
defense will tell a remarkable story of 
his efforts. to save Louis ‘Antrolla, a 
young convict, from the influences = 
Miller. He will testify he was tryin 
reform him, and that Miller was lea AA 
him astray. 

The evidence showed that there are dif- 
ferent convict circles at Sing Sing Prison, 
and that there was a bitter feeling be- 
tween the Miller following and the men 
of which Clark was the leader. 

Clark will testify that he and De Lucca 
were trying to make better men of the 
eonvicts and to keep the first termers 
from the bad influences of the hardened 
criminals. Clark is serving four years 
for larceny, while De Lucca was sentenced 
im February, 1905, to serve fifteen years 
for highway robbery. The trial of the 
convicts is being conducted just the same 
as if they were free men, and if con- 
victed they may have fifteen years added 
to their present sentences.

per cent. shrinka Practically no wool 
of such heavy shrinkage Js imported under 
the present tariff duty. Consequently, the 
specific. duty is more than compensatory 
for mantifacturers using woois of lighicr 
shrinkage. ‘ 

This is true to-a much greater extent 
in the case of fabrics made partly. or 
wholly of shoddy, wool wastes, anu cot- 
ton. An aitempt to adjust the compen- 
ratory duty to the character of the ma- 
terial used in the fabric is made by the 
present tariff act, which fixes the eom- 
‘pensatory duty at 33 cents a pound for 
goods worth not more than 40 cents a 
yard, asagainst 44 cents per pound for 
goods worth more than 40 cefts a yard. 
Che lower rate, however, for the cheaper 
MBoods is equaly in excess of thé actual 
compensation needed as is the higher raie 
on medium goods. The result is that on 
low-grade goods a specific duty of 33 or 
44 cen is sometimes in excess of the 
total Value of the raw material in this 
country. Consequently the nominal duty 
on certain cheap fabrics, if imported— 
which is impossible under the existing 
duty—is commonly as high as: 150 per 
cent. ad valorem, and in some cafes even 
over 200 per cent. 

Much of the objectiow to the present 
compensatory duty as- giving excessive 
compensation Would be removed by put- 
ting the duty on wool on the scoured 
basis instead of on the grease pound. 
The compensatory duty in that case could 
be adjusted to the actual wool content 
in the case of all-wool goods, at least, 
and would be entirely independent of the 
disputed point of grease-wool shrinkages. 
As in the present act, it could be made 
proportionately lower for goods contain- 
ing other materials than wool, by means 
of a separation according to value, 

On cheap and medium grades of cloth 
for men’s and women's wear, excepting 
lightweight dress goods, the combined 
specific and ad valorem 
‘In. excess of the differenee in the cost of 
production here and abroad. 


Relative Prices. 


On the other hand, prices in this corfn- 
try on the fabrics just referred to are not 
increased by the full amount of the duty. 
A collection of representative samples was 
made in England of goods ranging from 
those which cannot be imported at all to 
those which are imported continually. 
These were then matched with a collec- 
tion of samples of American-made: cloths 
which were fairly comparable, and_ the 
mill prices: compared for the same date. 
It is found that on godds entirely’ exclud- 
ed the nominal rates of duty would reach 
an ad valorem rate of 150.or even over 200 
per cent., but that the Ameriean fabric 
is actually -soid in the market at from 
only 60 to 80 per cent. higher than similar 
goods sold abroad.

Thus, though the nominal duties on such 
fabrics are 1s4 per cent., the actual excess 
of the domestic price over the forei;zn 
price on simiiar fabrics of this kind is 
about (7 per cert. This is the result of 
domestic competition. At the present time 
the industry in general is on a competitive 
basis. 

Certain specialties may be produced in 
limited quantities be particular firms 
which cannot be duplicated successfully 
by their competitors* This might be the 
result of secret’ pypcesses or of some 
special skiJl in designing «dr finishing. 

his May mean a wide margin of profit 
per unit of product In individual cascs. 
It should also be noted that.even in the 
case of standard goods the, industry is 
one peculiarly dependent on fashion, and 
the manufacturer who happens to succeed 
in anticipating the shifting public demand 
may sell his goods upon a wide margin 
over thé cost. of manufacture and ‘make 
large profits. Under ordinary _circum- 
stances the average manufacturer will 
find that he can sell a pars of his output 
with a good margin of profit, and that 
another part which does not meet the 
public demand will have to be sold close 
to the cost price or even below. : 

As to the productive capacity of the 
country in cloth making to niéet the 
domestic demand. there. is at the present 
time no indication. of any lack of ade- 
quate @quipment. “It is true that some 
years ago a greatly increaged emand for 
worsted fabrics, assisted bY thé high tariff 
on worsted goods and their by-products, 
made the manufacture of Sueh goods very 
petere and the investment ailuring, 

ut this led to a rapid in¢rease of worsted 
machinery in this country andthe build- 
ing of great modern flls in rapid suc- 
cession in various parts of the’ East. A 
very considerable rt of this ineré¢ase 
was cue to the inflow of foreign capital 
and the transfer of experienced cloth 
manufacturers from other countries. The 
re ey has been a great increase in compe- 
tition. : 


Relative Costs. - 


The cost of manufacturing woolen and 
worsted yarns and cloth in the United 
States is much higher than in Burope, 
The main élements of cost of produc- 
tion are cost. of plant, material, and 


labor. - 
The cost of erecting and equipping both 
woolen and worsted muilis is much higher 


in this*country than in England,’ The 
cost of erecting and equipping a woolen 
mill ig about 45 per cent, greater. The 
same is true of the weaving department 
of a worsted mill using American ma- 
chinery. : 

The excess in cost in the case of wor- 
sted spinning is greater, as most of the 
machinery is imported, This pays a 
duty of 45 per cent. ad valorem, and to 
this must be add charges- for packing, 
freight, -&c., which makes the foreign 
machine cost 70 per cent. more or over 
in this country than abroad, Nor does 
this include*the cost of erection, as. does 
the price to the English manufacturer. 
The same is true of weaving macilinery 
when imported. 

The material.is increased in. price by 
the duty on raw wool, The manufact- 
urer who imports his wool must pay the 
full amount of duty, an@ .this « means 
either additional. working capital or an 
additional interest “charge to be paid. 
Wools. grown in the» United States are 
increased in value by the duty, but not 
by the full extent of the duty.

SPECIAL NATURALIZATION COURT. 

The “bread line’’ to the naturaliza- 
tion office’ in this city has disap- 
peared. Largely by the efforts of 
Congressman W. ‘“S. BENNET, Con- 
gress. has supplied $25,000 with which 
to increase the clerical force that fe- 
ceives the applications from aliens who 
wish to be naturalized: Now the Fed- 
eral courts in this city are to. be re- 
duced, leawing only one, the ° District 
Court, that has power in naturaliza- 
tion cases. Of course, the congestion 
in the naturalization cdéurts will be in- 
tensified. The National. Libéral Immi- 
gration League has asked President 
Tart to submit to Congress a request 
that a special naturalization court ‘be 
established here. 

A court giving {ts whole time to 
naturalization cases would not only 
expedite the handling of them, but 
would permit! of the examining of 
applicants with greater care. Now 
many different’ Judges. sit upon -such 
cases, and théy haye no (common 
standard of fitness by which to test 
the applicants. One Judge will be 
lenient, anothér teo strict; aliens of 
fair imtélligentde are refused citizen- 
ship, and others gain it contrary to 
desert. ‘With a special court giving 
its whole timé to such cases, 4 single 
‘standard of fitness may be effectively 
applied. . The\National Liberal. Immi- 
gration Leagae asserts. that such a 
court’ would be self-supporting, and 
points as evidence to reteipts of fees 
during the last ‘few years; besides, the 
number of applicants and the aggre- 
gate amount of fees are increasing. 
But it ds not @ matter primarily of 
expense, We should: guard carefully 
the grant of the privileges of Ameri- 
tan citizenship.

The function of law is to es- 
tablish and maintain just and reagon- 
able rates, and the Commission is sur- 
prised to find ‘itself limited to ‘those 
functions. Before it has accomplished 
that simple task it would undertake 
others much more beneficent, if it were 
not restrained. There are so many in- 
equalities of fortuhe, so many are sn- 
joying so much more than they ought 
at the expense of others less favored 
by natural opportunities, that the 
Commission is amazed that it Is not 
allowed to redress these mistakes of 
nature. Why should not so well-mean- 
ing a public body give to an inland 
region the advantages of an ocean 
port, or as nearly so as the limitations 
of ‘railway rates will allow? Why 
ghould not the’ competition of one mar- 
ket, with another be equalized by mak- 
ing railway profits less and manufac 
turing or distributing profits larger? 

Not once but a score of times the 
courts, and now the Commerce Court, 
have thrown the Commission back upon 
itself and its legal lItmitations. ‘The 
fixing of just and reasonable rates is 
not, the regulation. of competition of 
markets. Despite its feeling at being 
overruled by those whose superiority 
it argues against-even while submit- 
ting, it has grown in public esteem, and 
éven in the estimation of the railways 
whom it controls in @ manner beneficial 
in many aspects. While freely prais-

THE PRESIDENT AND THE PEACE 
TREATIES. 

Mr. Tart is playing large politics. 
Having won the hearty praise of the 
great body of the,people by ‘his. wise 
and detisive action regarding the Rus- 
sian treaty, and added to this by his 
broad initiative in securing harmony 
in the attitude of the Powers toward 
China, he straightway appeals to his 
countrymeh again to support the peace 
treaties, which he regards as of even 
greater and more lasting value than 
what he has done in other directions. 
There is a certain high-minded, shrewd- 
ness in this. course eharacteristic of 
the man. He has the public ear. The 
attention of the country is centred 
upon him.

He sets 
before them plainiy, without evasion 
or concealment, his ideal. “ He calls 
their attention to the specific meas- 
ures he has set. on foot toward the 
realization of that ideal. In so doing 
he has won the cordial approval of 
the most enlightened statesmen and 
publicists in all parts of the world. 
As the representative of ‘his Nation 
he has advanced its position and add- 
ed to its prestige in a remarkable de- 
gree, We believe that the great body 
of public sentiment and .conviction is 
with him, and that, soon or late, the 
Senate will respect it. :

THE PRICE ‘OF BUTTER AND EGGS. 

Butter costs the retailers 83 per cent. 
more this month than it cost in De- 
cember last year. Eggs, also, cost 
just one-third more. Why is it? 

Prohibition of the sale to bakeries 
dnd restaurants of ‘rots and spots,” 
and of the sales of “renovated” but- 
ter to unsuspecting consumers, un- 
doubtedly have something to do with 
the rise in prices. The dealers say 
that fear of radical legislation during 
the early part of 1911 deterred them 
from placing the usual supplies in cold 
storage. A few large dealers) it is add- 
ef, who did store great quantities of 
dairy and liennerty products, are- now 
reaping enormous profits. But half a 
million more cases of eggs have come 
inté New York since March 1, last, than 
for the corresponding period in 1910, and 
200,000 more packages of butter. There 
are, doubtless, excellent reasons for 
somewhat higher prices. The hens and 
cows are not doing as well as is usual. 
It will not do, however, for the dealers 
to hope, audibly, that the present 
shortage “ will teach the public a les- 
son” not to disturb cold storage con- 
ditions in future. Out in Cleveland, 
Ohio, the public has made up its mind 
to quit buying eggs for a season, and 
the prices for them have tumbled.

He is tired, it 
seems, of seeing these deluded persons pay 
to the Government the considerable fees 
required of the applicant for a patent. 
As the application ih evéry such case is 
sure to méet with. rejection, and the 
money thu§ paid is utterly wasted, he has 
decided that hereafter the man who tpinks 
he has discovered perpetual motion must 
present, not drawings and descriptions of 
his machines, as other inventors are now- 
adays allowed to do, but a working model, 
set up and in operation. , 

The Commissioner's purpose is kind, but 
as his object is to preventithe waste of 
money by men who rarely have any more 
than. they need, his ruling hardly promises 
to attain that end. It is comparatively 
inexpensive and @ery easy'to make draw- 
ings of perpetual motion machines that 
look, to people. who do not know better, 
as if they would run ‘beautifully, To 
compel the construction of a working 
model, however, though it will undoubted- 
iy save the Patent Office a lot of useless 
trouble, and the Government from charg- 
ing fees for inevitable rejections, will 
have the effect of “driving all of .the 
would-bé makers of something out ‘of 
nothing to expenditures’ of money and 
time just as great as their resources and 
circumstances will permit. 

“‘Perhips the best thing for the Commis- 
sioner to do, and he would have very fair 
justification for doing it, would be to 
anriounce that hsreafter no application for 
a patent on a perpetual motion machine 
shall receive any consideration whatever 
in his office.

To the Bditor of The New York Timea: 

I live in an uptown apartment house and pay 
the aniount of rent demanded. This morning I 
had occasion to send for.@ tailor to do some 
pressing and repairing. In some way he con- 
ceived the hotion that I was the Superintend- 
ent of the house, and asked if it would not be 
possible for me to ‘give him all the work in his 
line which the tenants required. Offhand he 
@aid he would allow mie 40 per cent: on all 
ordets taken in the house. With a little per- 
suasion I am sure he would have agreed to 
pay me 50 per cent. In many hotels and apart- 
ment houses of the city no one but the reg- 
ular *“‘ house tailor” is allowed to call for 
clothes that need pressing and repairing. In 
other words, the Superintendents are collecting 
from @ third to ‘half of the sum paid out for 
this service by the tenants. 

This means, again, that In addition to rent 
the tenant is expected to pay a good proportion 
of the Superintendent's wages, for in many 
Places the hold-up-is made on buteher, baker, 
and candlestick maker ag well, And it means 
that the customer is paying from 83 1-8 to, 60 
per cent. more than the actual value of the 
service. Of course, the average tenant. doesn’t 
know that his tipping takes this form. Rut it 
is a beautiful illustration of how igeneral 
i“ patty graft "* has become.

IT will let pass deprivation of advertis- 
ing—that is too small a matter to con- 
sider.

Advertising by steamship lines, as by 
other enterprises, is for the purpose of 
lett'ng the public know something they 
wculd not otherwise learn.

The scheme. involved the holding, of a 
ten-reund .go, at the expiration of which, 
the event of neo knockout by either 
nan, ‘new articles would be drawn up for 
ten rounds to becin with a pos- 
sible lapse of three minutes after the end 
of the first encounter.

‘No two same men shall box or spar 
over ten rounds in the same ring on the 
same day.’ 

It is the idea of the Comfhissioners that 
the foregoing rule will rather effectually 
check schemes framed for the purpose otf 
lengthening bouts.

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COTTON G GINS KEP KEPT BUSY. 


3,000,000 More Bales Turned Out Than 
Last Year at This Time. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Of the enor- 
mous cotton crop grown in 1911, esti- 
mated by the Department of Agriculture 
at 14,885,000 bales, there had been ginned 
prior to last Wednesday 92.4 per cent., or 
15,759,652 bales, according to the Cénsus 
Bureau's report issued to-day. 

This exceeds by more than 8,000,000 


bales the amount ginned to Dec. 18 
last year, and by almost the same amount 
the ginning of previous record years.

WHEAT.—The wheat market was dull and 
heavy all day, rallying a little et: the close.

Gadeibiers of Ink Pay Separate. Reta 
* of Duty—Other Tariff Decisions. 


It was decided yesterday by the Board 
of United States General Appraisers that 
when ink is imported into this country in 
bottles, the latter are dutiable at;separate 
iates from their contents. This issue is 
the first to arise under the Tariff act of 
1009... The ink was assessed at 35 per cent. 
ad valorem, while the bottles came in for 
a tax of 40> per cent. 
Robert B. Ways,’ the importer, set up 
the contention that the bottles are entitled 
to enter at the same rate as their con- 
tents. Judge Somerville denies the claim, 
with the statement that:as the provision 
for glass bottles ‘n Paragraph 97. is. more 
specific than that contained "in sub-section 
18, the protest. must be ovetruled.
